machinery

to immigration from the older states, 
where land is high 
priced,

Sou th and West, where land is cheap. 
The completed compilation and an­ 
alysis of the censu s will probably 
show a better agricu ltu ral condition 
than present retu rns wou ld indicate, 
the increase in the sections to which 
immigration has

sections.

The hu nting season is now 011 
fu ll blast and nimrods are bringing 
in a large nu mber of q u ail and rab­ 
bits as a resu lt of each day’s sport. 
The farmers, 
however, are 
taking 
eare that there is not a 
wholesale 
slau ghter of Bob Whites and Cotton ' 
tails 011 their lands. 
The hu nters, before they start for 
a day s sport, have to bu y a hu nters’ 
license from the cou nty clerk, which 
costs $1. 
This is good for one vear. 
The license shou ld be taken on hu nt­ 
ing trips in case the hu nter shou ld be 
intercepted by 
game warden. Each 
hu nter, except when hu nting on land 
owned or rented by 
himself is re­ 
q u ired to procu re in advance the con­ 
sent of the land owner cr tenant of 
the land 011 which he desires to hu nt. 
Local nimrods complain of the ab­ 
sence of q u ail in every section of the 
cou nty. 
Previou s to the lifting of 
the ban on hu nting Bob Whites, hu nt­ 
ers in roaming the fields and woods 
locating 
coveys 
reported 
q u ail in 
abu ndance. 
It is now figu red that 
they have sou ght refu ge on the game 
preserves, where they are free from 
the aim of hu nters, with the excep­ 
tion of the u nsportsmanlike poaches, 
who insist at their peril in hu nting on 
the game preserves. 
The saddest news for sportsmen is 
that Indiana 
is in the 
midst of a 
hu nting license famine. So great has 
been the drain on the office of the 
State fish and game commission in 
preparation for 
the 
present open 
season that the 
visible 
su pply has 
been redu ced to five hu ndred license 
forms, with the State printer u nable 
to make 
a new 
delivery for 
two 
weeks. The five hu ndred on hand are 
in the possession of George W. Miles, 
State fish and game 
commissioner, 
and cou nty*clerk after cou nty clerk 
is writing in and demanding that su p­ 
plies be sent. 
Tin? demand for licenses far ou t­ 
stripped the 
estimate 
which Mr. 
Miles had 
made 
in ordering 
the 
blanks and when he appealed to the 
State printer 
it was fou nd that the 
printer was ou t of the specially pre­ 
pared paper on which the blanks are* 
printed. 
As a conseq u ence, the hu nter who 
hasn’t been su ccessfu l in obtaining a 
license will lie compelled to forego his 
shooting u ntil 
the new 
su pply of 
blanks is received u nless he can get 
one of the five hu ndred now drr hand. 
Local hu nters need have no worry 
on that score as the 
cou nty clerk 
has fou r hu ndred licenses, a su pply 
which will last throu ghou t the sea­ 
son. 
Here are some facts 
that every 
hu nter ou ght to know: 
You can hu nt q u ail with dog and 
gu n between the 10th day of Novem­ 
ber and the 1st day of the following 
Janu ary. 
You can hu nt, destroy or possess 
ru ffled grou se du ring the same period. 
You can not hu nt, kill or possess 
more than fifteen q iiail in any one 
day of the open season. 
You may hu nt wild 
geese, wild 
du ck, brant or other water fowl from 
September 1st to the fifteenth day of 
the following April. 
You can not shoot, kill or possess 
more than fifteen wild 
geese, wild 
du ck, brant or other water fowl in 
any one day fn the open season. 
You can not kill, trap or possess, 
sell or offer for sale any wild bird. 
You may shoot rabbits from the 
tenth of November u ntil the first day 
of the following October. 
These laws carry heavy penalties 
for all violators. 
The game wardens 
are soliciting the hearty co-operation 
of every sportsman to the end that 
the game may be protected, the laws 
obeyed and the penalties avoided.

In the Clearest Possible Terms Mr. 
Taft Tells Panama Folks That They 
Are in No Dang er of Losing Their 
National 
Identity , 
a 
Statement 
Which Was Receiv ed With Great 
Cheers—Culebra Cut Inspected. 


Panama, Nov. 17 .—President Taft 
i inspected the Culebra cut of the canal, 
g oing over the g round thoroug hly. 
Later he heard the complaints of the 
j canal employes who are paid by the 
; hour, who are dissatisfied with the re- 
j numeration and demand hig her pay. 
After listening to their side of the 
question. Mr. T aft said he could not 
ag ree with them th at they were under­ 
paid. 
He added that as a m atter of 
fact, labor on -the canal wras the best 
paid in the w'orld. 
Subsequently he 
reviewed the m arines stationed at Bas 
Obispo, who made a fine showing . 
The dinner g iven in President T aft s 
honor by President Arosemena was 
attended by 200 prominent Panamans. 
Great interest was manifested in w'hat 
Mr. Taft would say about the reports 
that have been circulated here for 
some time to the effect th a t it was the 
intention of the United States to an­ 
nex the republic of Panama. W hat he 
did say put a quietus on all such ru­ 
mors. 
After referring to the prog ress 
of the work on the canal he contin­ 
ued: 
“The treaty between the two 
countries makes the United States the 
g uarantor of the integ rity of the re­ 
public of Panama, arid therefore in a 
sense the g uardian of the liberties of 
h er people, secured by your constitu­ 
tion. 
Our responsibility, therefore, 
for your g overnment requires us to 
closely observe the course of the con­ 
duct of those selected as officials of 
your g overnment, and to insist that 
they be selected according to this. All 
this makes us specially interested in 
w hat is done in your g overnment, but 
this relation neither calls for nor per­ 
mits annex ation. W e are here to con­ 
struct, maintain, operate and defend a 
world canal, which runs throug h the 
heart of your country, and you have 
g iven us the necessarj' sovereig nty 
and jurisdiction over that part of your 
country occupied by the canal to en­ 
able us to do it effectively. W e do not 
wish further responsibility in respect 
of your g overnment than is necessary 
to carry out our purpose to construct 
and maintain the canal. 
We have no 
desire to add to the territory under 
our jurisdiction ex cept as the opera- i 
tion of the canal may require. 
W e 
have g uaranteed the integ rity of your

The basis for ekosing a representa­ 
tiv e is by population and the county 
which is represented by one legis­ 
lator must hav e at least twenty -two 
thousand people. 
That is the unit 
at present and any 
county with a 
smaller population must combine with 
another and elect a representativ e. 
Two y ears ag o an d 
in fact for the 
past ten y ears, 
Rush 
county has 
really been too small to elect one rep­ 
resentativ e, but no objection h as ev er 
been made. 
It is thought that with a 
Democratic house, Rush county may 
ex perience some difficulty in follow­ 
ing the old precedent. 
Or possibly 
they may change the unit so that 
lush count v will be forced to elect a 
joint representativ e.
